The  Order  MINIMUM  producer  uniform  price  is  $5-27  per  cwt . f.o.b.  Chattanooga  Area 
pool  plants  for  milk  containing  3»5$  butt  erf  at.  The  producer  butterfat  differential 
is  9*0  cents  for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  above  or  below  3-5  percent  butterfat. 
This  is  a producer  uniform  price  increase  of  88  cents  per  cwt.  over  August  1965* 

During  August,  76.5 1°  of  the  total  producer  milk  was  priced  in  Class  I at  $5*84  per 
cwt.  with  a butterfat  differential  of  9*3  cents  and  23  >5$  in  Class  II  at  $3*^9  per 
cwt.  with  a butterfat  differential  of  8. A cents.  The  daily  average  use  of  Gross 
Class  I milk  increased  1.2$  compared  with  July  19 66  and  decreased  1*5$  compared 
with  August  1965 • 

Daily  average  delivery  of  milk  from  producers  was  602,^78  pounds  in  August  1966, 
an  increase  of  A3,A9A  pounds  per  day  compared  with  July  1966  and  a decrease  of 
9, A29  pounds  compared  with  August  1965-  Percentage-wise,  August  deliveries  increased 
7-8$  compared  with  July  19 66  and  decreased  1-5$  compared  with  August  1965.

MILK  BASE  RULES 

The  following  rules  apply  in  connection  with  the  establishment  and  assignment  of  producer 
milk  bases  for  the  Chattanooga  Marketing  Area: 

(a)  A base  shall  be  assigned  to  the  producer  for  whose  account  milk  is  received 
at  a pool  plant  during  the  months  of  September  through  January. 

(b)  An  entire  base  may  be  transferred  effective  as  of  the  end  of  any  month  during 
which  an  application,  on  approved  form,  for  such  transfer  is  received  by  the 
Market  Administrator. 

1.  All  base  transfers  shall  be  signed  by  the  person  transferring  base  and 
the  person  receiving  base. 

2.  If  a base  is  held  jointly,  the  transfer  application  shall  be  signed  by 
all  joint  holders  or  their  heirs  . 

(c)  A base  established  as  a partnership  may  be  divided  between  the  partners  on 
any  basis  agreed  to  in  writing  by  the  partners,  provided  written  notification 
is  given  the  Market  Administrator.
